The Tanka Book of Psalms 


The book of psalms is a collection of 150 Hebrew psalms from 
the Old Testament (the Old Testament is also known as the 
Hebrew Bible or the Tanakh). The book of psalms is also called 
Tehillim, meaning “songs of praise” in Hebrew. As the name 
suggests, they were written as songs of praise to God, and are 
still used in Jewish prayers and rituals such as shacharit 
(morning worship). 


According to Christian and Jewish tradition, David is the author 
of most of these psalms. Whether the psalms were written by 
well-known figures such as David, Moses, Asaph or the sons of 
Korah (as many psalms are attributed to them), or by people 
whose names are forever lost, their beauty and themes carry 
on even to the modern day. Common themes explored in the 
psalms include God’s power and goodness, his creation of the 
world, how God liberated and protected Israel in the past, the 
lament of man, thanksgiving for God’s help, and supplication 
for divine wisdom. But there are too many themes explored to 
list them all. With central theme behind all of them is the 
theological belief that the centre of everything (from the 
mundane parts of life to the greatness of heaven) is God, the 
creator and supreme king of all. This belief is the cornerstone of 
the Hebrew faith, and built the basis for the future faiths 
Christianity and Islam. 


They are frequently quoted in the New Testament (including by 
Jesus Christ to prove his teaching and identity), still used in 
worship in Judaism and Christianity, inspired commentaries by 
great minds such as Augustine of Hippo and Thomas Aquinas. 
According to the Quran, they are mentioned are being sent to 
King David as holy scripture by Allah, revered by the Bahia faith 
as inspired writings, and even quoted frequently in the Pistis 
Sophia (a Gnostic text) to be mystically unveiled as 
prophesising about Jesus and elaborating the fall of Sophia 
(wisdom). 


The Psalms are obviously poems, and therefore use many 
poetic devices to convey their themes. They are rich in their 
use of repetition, metaphors and similes. Parallelism is the 
most common and unique poetic device in the psalms, 


designed to reinforce the meaning the writer wishes to convey 
and to makes meaning easier to remember for the reader. In 
the Hebrew language, wordplays and assonances abound, 
which unfortunately cannot be commonly displayed ina 
translation. All this culminates in poems that are memorable, 
concrete and evocative. 


They continue to inspire the hearts of humanity, and enlighten 
the minds of countless. | hope my tanka poems will do the 
psalms justice, and bring new light on their themes. 


Tanka poems are a form of poetry that originated from 8th 
century Japan, originally used as romantic poems, but later 
became used for a multitude of themes. They consist of five 
lines, with a syllable pattern of 5-7-5-7-7. | have chosen tanka 
poems with this work because they are short and simple, 
making them easy to read and more poignant in the 
conciseness of the various themes explored. This is fitting for 
adapting the psalms, as the psalms were originally designed to 
be easy read and sing, simple to remember, and concise in the 
themes explored. 


The psalms themselves will be provided here in an English 
translation (from the King James Bible) as well as the tanka 
poems. This is in order to not only provide context for the tanka 
poems, but also for the reader to compare and contrast the 
psalms and tankas. The King James Version was chosen 
because of its stylistic beauty and how widely used it is in the 
English-speaking world.

141n the daytime also he led them with a cloud, and all the 
night with a light of fire. 


*S He clave the rocks in the wilderness, and gave them drink as 
out of the great depths. 


76 He brought streams also out of the rock, and caused waters 
to run down like rivers. 


17 And they sinned yet more against him by provoking the most 
High in the wilderness. 


18 And they tempted God in their heart by asking meat for their 
lust. 


19 Yea, they spake against God; they said, Can God furnish a 
table in the wilderness? 


2° Behold, he smote the rock, that the waters gushed out, and 
the streams overflowed; can he give bread also? can he provide 
flesh for his people? 


21 Therefore the LorD heard this, and was wroth: so a fire was 
kindled against Jacob, and anger also came up against Israel; 


22 Because they believed not in God, and trusted not in his 
salvation: 


23 Though he had commanded the clouds from above, and 
opened the doors of heaven, 


24 And had rained down manna upon them to eat, and had 
given them of the corn of heaven. 


25 Man did eat angels' food: he sent them meat to the full. 


26 He caused an east wind to blow in the heaven: and by his 
power he brought in the south wind. 


27 He rained flesh also upon them as dust, and feathered fowls 
like as the sand of the sea: 


28 And he let it fall in the midst of their camp, round about their 
habitations. 


22So they did eat, and were well filled: for he gave them their 
own desire; 


3° They were not estranged from their lust. But while their meat 
was yet in their mouths, 


31 The wrath of God came upon them, and slew the fattest of 
them, and smote down the chosen men of Israel. 


32 For all this they sinned still, and believed not for his wondrous 
works. 


33 Therefore their days did he consume in vanity, and their 
years in trouble. 


34. When he slew them, then they sought him: and they returned 
and enquired early after God. 


35 And they remembered that God was their rock, and the high 
God their redeemer. 


36 Nevertheless they did flatter him with their mouth, and they 
lied unto him with their tongues. 


37 For their heart was not right with him, neither were they 
stedfast in his covenant. 


38 But he, being full of compassion, forgave their iniquity, and 
destroyed them not: yea, many a time turned he his anger 
away, and did not stir up all his wrath. 


39 For he remembered that they were but flesh; a wind that 
passeth away, and cometh not again.

49 He cast upon them the fierceness of his anger, wrath, and 
indignation, and trouble, by sending evil angels among them. 


5° He made a way to his anger; he spared not their soul from 
death, but gave their life over to the pestilence; 


51 And smote all the firstborn in Egypt; the chief of their 
strength in the tabernacles of Ham: 


52 But made his own people to go forth like sheep, and guided 
them in the wilderness like a flock. 


53 And he led them on safely, so that they feared not: but the 
sea overwhelmed their enemies. 


54 And he brought them to the border of his sanctuary, even to 
this mountain, which his right hand had purchased. 


55 He cast out the heathen also before them, and divided them 
an inheritance by line, and made the tribes of Israel to dwell in 
their tents. 


56 Yet they tempted and provoked the most high God, and kept 
not his testimonies: 


57 But turned back, and dealt unfaithfully like their fathers: they 
were turned aside like a deceitful bow.

59 When God heard this, he was wroth, and greatly abhorred

6° So that he forsook the tabernacle of Shiloh, the tent which he 
placed among men; 


61 And delivered his strength into captivity, and his glory into 
the enemy's hand. 


®2 He gave his people over also unto the sword; and was wroth 
with his inheritance. 


®3 The fire consumed their young men; and their maidens were 
not given to marriage. 


®4 Their priests fell by the sword; and their widows made no 
lamentation. 


®5 Then the LoRD awaked as one out of sleep, and like a mighty 
man that shouteth by reason of wine. 


66 And he smote his enemies in the hinder parts: he put them to 
a perpetual reproach. 


®7 Moreover he refused the tabernacle of Joseph, and chose not 
the tribe of Ephraim: 


®8 But chose the tribe of Judah, the mount Zion which he loved. 


6° And he built his sanctuary like high palaces, like the earth 
which he hath established for ever. 


70 He chose David also his servant, and took him from the 
sheepfolds: 


71 From following the ewes great with young he brought him to 
feed Jacob his people, and Israel his inheritance.

8 He hath remembered his covenant for ever, the word which he 
commanded to a thousand generations. 


2Which covenant he made with Abraham, and his oath unto 
Isaac; 


10 And confirmed the same unto Jacob for a law, and to Israel for 
an everlasting covenant: 


11 Saying, Unto thee will | give the land of Canaan, the lot of 
your inheritance: 


12\When they were but a few men in number; yea, very few, and 
strangers in it. 


13 When they went from one nation to another, from one 
kingdom to another people; 


14 He suffered no man to do them wrong: yea, he reproved 
kings for their sakes; 


18 Saying, Touch not mine anointed, and do my prophets no 
harm. 


16 Moreover he called for a famine upon the land: he brake the 
whole staff of bread. 


17 He sent a man before them, even Joseph, who was sold for a 
servant: 


18 Whose feet they hurt with fetters: he was laid in iron: 


19 Until the time that his word came: the word of the LorD tried 
him. 


20 The king sent and loosed him; even the ruler of the people, 
and let him go free. 


21 He made him lord of his house, and ruler of all his substance: 


22To bind his princes at his pleasure; and teach his senators 
wisdom. 


23 Israel also came into Egypt; and Jacob sojourned in the land 
of Ham. 


24 And he increased his people greatly; and made them stronger 
than their enemies. 


25 He turned their heart to hate his people, to deal subtilly with 
his servants. 


26 He sent Moses his servant; and Aaron whom he had chosen. 


27 They shewed his signs among them, and wonders in the land 
of Ham. 


28 He sent darkness, and made it dark; and they rebelled not 
against his word. 


29 He turned their waters into blood, and slew their fish. 


3° Their land brought forth frogs in abundance, in the chambers 
of their kings. 


31 He spake, and there came divers sorts of flies, and lice in all 
their coasts. 


32 He gave them hail for rain, and flaming fire in their land. 


33 He smote their vines also and their fig trees; and brake the 
trees of their coasts. 


34 He spake, and the locusts came, and caterpillers, and that 
without number, 


35 And did eat up all the herbs in their land, and devoured the 
fruit of their ground. 


36 He smote also all the firstborn in their land, the chief of all 
their strength. 


37 He brought them forth also with silver and gold: and there 
was not one feeble person among their tribes. 


38 Egypt was glad when they departed: for the fear of them fell 
upon them.
